MENDELSSOHN'S ORATORIO 

ST. PAUL. 



It is with very great satisfaction that we per- 
ceive that Her Majesty intends honoring the 
Sacred Harmonic Society by her presence at 
their performance on the 2nd of June, and with 
good taste, honourable alike to Her Majesty and 
the Society, the work chosen for the occasion, is, 
Mendelssohn's Oratorio on the Life of St. Paul, 
the most masterly effort of modern times. 
" The Musical World," — in a late article on this 



species of music, says, " to produce a great ora- 
torio, demands a mind full of lofty ideality, to- 
gether with a practical facility of high order. 
Since Handel, only one writer has given to the 
word a chef d'ceuvre in thi3 department of musical 
composition ; that writer is Mendelssohn, — the 
chef d'ceuvre is his Paulus, decidedly the greatest 
achievement of modern times." 

Mendelssohn not only possesses a thorough 
command of the mechanism of his own art, but 
all the assistance which is derived from a very 
competent knowledge and practice of the sister 
arts of poetry and painting, and at the time he 
was completing this oratorio, he was residing at 
Dusseldorf, in daily association with the histo- 
rical artists who have placed that school of 
painting .in the first rank of Germany. In 
listening to St. Paul, the attention is never 
awakened by any unworthy means, such as un- 
meaning obligatos 5 but confidence is had in the 
simple and grand treatment of the subject, and 
the effect on even a mixed and musically untaught 
audience, is correspondingly impressive. 

It must also be gratifying to the Society that 
the choice has fallen upon this oratorio, on this 
auspicious visit; because the first great step 
forward which the Society took in public esti- 
mation, may be dated from the day on which 
they introduced this great work, by performing 
it for the first time in London. It is to be 
hoped that next Monday may be considered 
another great step forward both for the Society 
and for art in general; when their illustrious 
visitor has marked her first visit by so worthy a 
choice. 

The length to which our music has run this 
month has necessarily curtailed the limits which 
we generally dedicate to other matters. 
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Ancient Patronage of Musical Composers. — 
There is, in the possession of a musical amateur of 
the present day, well known for his encouragement of 
the science, a copy of the London Gazette, No 3585, 
and dated March 21st, 1699, which contains the fol- 
lowing strange advertisement (at least, as it would ap- 
pear in the present day), evincing the encouragement 
afforded at that early period of the musical art. It is 
as follows: " Several persons of quality having, for 
the encouragement of music, advanced two hundred 
guineas, to he distributed in four parts— the first of one 
hundred guineas, the second of fifty guineas, the third 
of thirty guineas, and the fourth of twenty guineas — 
to such masters as shall be adjudged to compose the 
best; this is, therefore, to give notice, that those who 
intend to put in for the prizes are to repair to Jacob 
Tonson, at Gray's- Inn Gate, before Easter Day, where 
they may be further informed." It is conjectured, ac- 
cording to the " Orpheus Britannicus," that the Earl 
of Halifax was a liberal contributor to this fund. The 
poem selected as a libretto was the "Judgment of 
Paris," written by Congreve. Weldon, Eccles, and 
Daniel Purcell (brother of the celebrated composer), 
were three of the competitors, and the latter, it is sup- 
posed, was in some degree successful, from his after- 
wards publishing the score. Jerry Clark being asked 
why he did not compose for the prize, gave for answer 
— " that the nobility were to be the judges," leaving 
the inquirer to make his own inference. — Dramatic 
and Musical Review.

In the evening a Miscel- 
laneous Concert. On Thursday morning, Handel's 
" Messiah" at the Cathedral. Mendelssohn's " First 
Walpurgis Night" will form the principal feature of 
the evening concert on Thursday at the College Hall. 
There will also be a selection of concert music after- 
wards. On Friday evening a grand hall. 

AMusical Festivals in the course of organization 
to be held at Wurzburg inAugust next, in which sixteen 
hundred vocalists are to take part. — Musical World. 

Handel's Messiah. — The following vocalists have 
promised to take part in the performance of the 
Messiah, on the 18th of June, for the benefit of the 
Royal Society of Musicians. Misses Birch, Rainforth, 
Dolby, Sahilla Novello, and Maria B. Hawes; Messrs. 
J. Bennett, Manvers, Machin, and Staudigl; supported 
by the band and chorus belonging to the concerts of 
aucient music. 

Beethoven. — The inauguration of the Beethoven 
monument is to take place at Bonn, towards the close 
of July. A grand musical festival is to be given on 
the occasion, which is to last several days. 

The Derby Choral Society has just completed 
its 28th season, and we find from the Derby Mercury 
that it is in a very flourishing condition.

Messrs. J. Bennett, Machin, J. Calkin, Pischeck and 
Staudigl. In the Instrumental department, Made- 
moiselle Judine, Mr. Moscheles and the Distin Family, 
with a numerous band and chorus, under the direction 
of Sir Henry R. Bishop, Messrs. Loder and G. F. 
Harris. — Olivier's Court Journal.

Paul, by Mendelssohn, has been fixed for the 2nd 
June, when Her Majesty has expressed her intention 
of being present.
